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TO  THE  HOUDEAELE  STATE  BOABD  OP  EDUCATION 


It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  to  you  the  thirty-first  annual  report  of 
the  yocaticnal  School  for  G'irls  of  Montana,  for  the  period  beginning 
July  1,  I9U2  and  ending  July  1,  19^9»    Tii®  usual  statements  of  accounts 
and  statistics  of  general  interest  to  the  public  are  appended  herewith. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  became  meinbers  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  I  am  quoting  from  our  twenty-ninth  annual  report  which  ex- 
presses the  philosophy  of  our  school.    Ve  are  at  all  times  aware  of  our 
limitations  and  are  striving  to  better  our  standards. 

"Everything  the  school  does  to  adjust  its 
program  to  the  needs  of  the  individual  children,  everything 
it  does  to  provide  for  all  pupils  experiences  of  significant 
value  in  home  and  commianity  life,  everything  it  does  to  guide 
them  in  paths  of  security  and  mental  health,  is  directed  to- 
ward wholesome  personality  development."

The  above  quotation  expresses  the  philosophy  of  our  school  which  is 
in  reality  a  school  for  socially  maladjusted  girls.    For  the  pvirposes  of 
this  statement  the  socially  maladjusted  will  be  defined  as  "the  truants", 
"incorrigibles,  delinquents,  and  those  who  may  be  considered  as  potential 
truants,  incorrigibles,  and  delinquents.    They  include  all  those  termed 
as  severe  behavior  poblems  in  school  and  in  the  community.    They  include 
those  children  who  are  unable  to  conform  to  acceptable  social  standards 
to  the  extent  that  they  cannot  profit  by  the  offerings  of  regular  classes 
without  definite  help  and  without  additional  services.    They  may  or  may 
not  be  intellectually  normal  or  physically  handicapped  and  they  usually 
have  their  difficulties  increased  by  dependency  and  neglect." 

The  above  definition  as  given  by  Edward  H.  Sttilken,  Chicago  Monte- 
fiore  School,  can  be  so  aptly  applied  to  the  girls  who  are  placed  with  us 
for  care,  education,  and  training.    You  will  note  from  our  appended  statis- 
tics, that  fifteen  or  forty  percent  of  our  girls  come  from  broken  homes, 
eight  or  twenty-one  percent  have  only  one  parent  living  which  in  may  cases 
means  a  step-parent,  only  ten  or  twenty-seven  percent  have  parents  who 
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axe  living  together,    ^ain  looking  at  oux  statitics,  we  find  thirty- two 
of  our  girls  are  fourteen  years  of  age  or  older.    A  girl  who  has  progressed 
normally  in  school  would  enter  high  school  at  that  ege.    Yet  looking  at  our 
report  on  grades  attained  by  each  v;e  find  that  only  eighteen  have  reached 
high  school  level,  an  over-age  group  of  seven  are  so  retarded  that  further 
work  in  grade  school  is  wasted  effort  and  twelve  are  still  in  grade  school. 
In  considering  the  mental  status  of  our  group,  we  find  that  all  are  capable 
of  learniJig  but  that  some  are  more  limited  in  capacity. 

QSierefore,  we  feel  that  cur  program  must  meet  the  needs  of  each  individual 
and  that  certain  principles  shoiild  be  followed  in  developing  a  program  for 
educating  these  socisilly  maladjusted  girls. 

1.  They  are  entitled  to  an  education.    They  have  a  right  to  ezpect 
educational  opportunities  (not  necessarily  identicsl  opportunities)  that 
will  permit  them  to  develop  to  the  limit  of  their  capacities.    All  children 
must  have  the  right  to  develop  into  self-respecting,  useful  citizenship  by  the 
process  of  public  education  and  that  right  must  not  be  abridged  by  a  handicap 
of  any  kind  which  it  is  within  the  power  of  the  State  to  eliminate  or  mitigate. 

2.  !Ehere  should  be  as  little  segregation  of  the  socially  maladjusted  child 
as  possible.    But  when  the  child  cannot  adjust  to  the  demands  of  society  and  it 
is  necessary  to  segregate  the  child,  as  in  the  cases  of  our  girls  who  are  sent 
to  our  school,  then  it  becomes  the  problem  of  those  in  charge  of  the  school 

to  meet  the  needs  of  the  individual  in  an  environment  in  which  she  will  find 
out  how  to  live  in  a  socially  acceptable  manner. 

3.  We  must  recognize  the  fact  that  a  socially  maladjusted  girl  is  one 
who  may  be  normal  within  herself,  but  yet  be  exceptional  because  of  anti-social 
home  and  commvinity  influences.    Special  education  of  the  socially  maladjusted 
girl  must  venture  into  the  field  of  social  service,  and  every  teacher  of  soc- 
ially maladjusted  girls  must  be  something  of  a  social  worker.    Certainly  all 
svich  teachers  and  those  in  charge  must  be  more  interested  in  the  welfare  of 
the  individual  girl  than  in  any  subject  matter  that  they  may  happen  to  be 
teaching. 

U.    The  special  education  program  for  socially  maladjusted  ^irls  should 
be  a  part  of  and  not  apart  from  the  general  education  course.    The  same  general 
objectives  for  educating  normal  children  hold  for  educa- 
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ting  exceptional  children.    The  tendency  to  train  socially  maladjusted 
girls  for  specific  trades  at  the  eepense  of  other  courses  is  no  more 
justified  than  it  is  for  normal  children.    While  recognizing  the  girl's 
need  for  having  something  of  value  to  a  prospective  employer,  the  school 
must  see  that  she  gets  something  more  than  special  training  to  make  a 
living.    Socially  maladjusted  girls  need  most  of  all  a  chance  to  develop 
into  good  citizens,  to  learn  civic  responsibility,  tolerance,  and  some 
measure  of  economic  efficiency.    They  need  particularly  to  develop  human 
relationships,  to  learn  the  value  of  freiendship,  cooperation,  and  the 
mutual  interdependence  of  all  people.    They  need  to  realize  self  rei.i- 
zation. 

5,  The  education  of  socially  maladjusted  girls  requires  a  broader 
"basis  than  that  of  mere  intellectual  development.    Those  girls  often 
have  warped  personalities  made  up  by  xmiiise  partental  attitudes  and  con- 
sequently the  emitions,  feelings,  and  attitudes  are  of  more  importance 
than  academic  attainments.    Educational  programs  for  meeting  the  needs 
of  the  socially  maladjusted  must  possess  great  flexibility,  have  morre 
than  yearly  and  semester  changes,  have  less  regimentation;  and  use 
smaller  grouping.    Teachers  must  use  individual  techniques  and  individual 
case  study  methods.    Too  much  of  all  ed\ication  is  still  concerned  with 
narrow  intellectual  development  while  children  who  deviate  because  of 
social  maladjustment  need  a  chance  to  get  emotional  stability,  to  develop 
personalities;  need  personal,  educational  and  vocational  guidance; 

and  need  to  be  given  a  sense  of  security.    Too  often  we  bring  to  these 
handicapped  girls  only  feelings  of  failvire  and  never  a  real  sense  of 
success  so  necessary  if  they  are  to  attain  to  the  limited  capacity  which 
is  theirs. 

6.  Naturally  any  program  of  education  for  the  socially  maladjusted 
will  be  conditioned  by  the  selection  of  qualified  personnel.  Nowhere 
except  in  the  home  is  the  effect  of  adult  personality  upon  children  more 
important.    We  too  often  forget  that  the  staff  members  have  personalities 
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as  well  as  the  girls  and  in  the  personality  development  ovir  girls  learn 
more  by  example  than  by  percept.    Staffs  dealing  with  s ocially  malajusted 
girls  should  always  have  a  wholesome  emotional  life  of  their  own.  They 
must  not  be  irritable,  fussy,  self-centered.    They  must  be  patient  and 
sympathetic  to  the  girl's  needs  and  problems  and  have  a  high  regard  for 
the  girl's  individiial  response.    They  must  possess  a  sense  of  humor  and 
have  the  ability  to  put  persons  and  events  in  proper  perspective.  They 
must  have  adaptability  and  flexibility  of  mind  and  a  normal  range  of 
human  contacts  outside  of  their  school  work.    They  should  understand 
their  own  personality  makeup,  know  their  own  idiocjTicracies,  and  be 
objective  to  their  own  limitations. 

7.    No  program  for  socially  maladjusted  is  sound  unless  it  recognizes 
the  fact  that  the  behavior  of  the  students  is  symptomatic.    Mverse  be- 
havior, truancy,  incorrigibility,  delinquencies,  are  only  such  symptom 
pictures  of  underlying  conditions,  the  roots  of  which  will  be  found  in 
the  environmental  life  of  the  child  or  in  physiological  and  psychological 
aspects  of  his  personality.    ¥e  must  recognize  that  the  behavior  of  a  girl 
has  p\irposive  value  to  that  girl,  and  soc-called  abnormal  Whavior  is 
often  found  to  be  quite  logical  and  normal,  when  the  case  is  thoroughly 
studied. 

Inconclusion,  there  is  no  hard  and  fast  line  between  normal  and  ab- 
normal adjustment.    Problem  girls  look  no  different  than  ordinary  girls. 
Too  often  problem  v^irls  are  in  reality  only  problem  adults  who  come  into 
contact  with  them,  and  often  ghese  girls  are  not  problems  but  only  girls 
with  problems  which  they,  their  parents  or  tetichers  cannot  readily"*  solve. 
¥e  are  endeavoring  to  build  our  program  on  sound  educational  principles. 
We  are  avoiding  fads  and  frills.    Our  program  must  provide  something  over 
and  above  a  regular  school  program  and  contain  something  of  particular 
value  to  the  maladjusted  child.    Our  program  must  be  conducted  for  twelve 
months  in  the  year  and  carry  far  beyond  the  doors  of  our  school. 

ADMINISTRATION 

Miss  Lois  Troumbley,  Assistant  Superintendent,  resigned.    Miss  Suby 
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Miller,  formerly  Deputy  State  Superintendent,  joined  o-ur  staff  on 
February  1,  as  Assistant.    Mrs.  Bernice  Gruenig,  bookkeeper,  resigned 
to  accept  a  position  in  Billings.    Miss  Nell  McKnight  is  bookkeeper. 
Mrs.  Margaret  Webb  resigned  because  of  ill  health.    Mrs.  Iva  Lee 
Smoot  and  Mrs.  Bertha  Berg  joined  oar  staff  in  May  and  June  of  this 
year.    Mrs.  Bertha  Henry,  teacher,  fell  in  November  and  fractured 
her  arm.    She  was  unable  to  work  for  three  and  one-half  months.  Mrs, 
Nancy  Wright,  Night  Matron,  fell  and  fractured  her  hip.    She  has  not 
returned  to  work.    The  balance  of  our  staff  have  been  with  us  three 
years  or  loiager. 

Only  three  times  during  the  past  nine  months  have  girls  left  the 
campus  without  permission.    We  feel  that  our  better  staff,  improved 
program,  and  psychiatric  help  are  largely  responsible  for  the  few  runaways. 
All  the  girls  who  had  homes  to  go  to  went  home  for  Christmas  vacation. 
Every  girl  returned  on  the  scheduled  day. 

BUILDINGS  iXTD  Q-BO  ulIDS 
V/e  have  completed  the  work  contracted  for  under  the  Post-war  Planning 
Program.    This  consisted  of  painting  the  exterior  and  interior  of  the 
buildings;  new  plumbing  installed  in  Maria  Dean  Cottage;  new  wiring  in 
Canaday  Hall;  new  sewage  lift  pump  and  sewage  line,  and  two  bridges; 
roof  repair  (new)  on  Adair  Cottage;  and  new  floors  in  seven  of  the 
rooms  in  Maria  Dean  Cottage  as  well  as  the  basement. 

Other  improvements  made  consisted  of  gravelling  the  road  to  Maria 
Dean  Cottage  and-between  the  Administration  Building  and  the  Gymnasium, 
sanding  and  refinishing  the  floors  in  Canaday  Hall. 

We  have  purchased  electric  ranges  and  they  will  be  installed  in  the 
near  future.    Because  the  school  owns  the  power  line  on  the  groundsite, 
it  was  necessary  to  buy  transformers  at  a  cost  of  $923-00  before  thB  ravages 
could  be  connected.    We  have  also  purchased  electric  water  heaters,  four 
electric  sewing  machines,  refrigerator  for  Home  Economics  Department,  and 
built  two  walk-in  coolers  in  the  basement  of  the  Administration  Building. 
These  walk-in  coo ' ers  replace  those  in  the  "meat  house"  at  the  barns. 
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These  were  installed  at  a  cost  of  $19^.00. 


EDUCATION 


Mrs.  Mildred  Fredrigill,  Mrs.  Patricia  Sias,  ¥irs.  Betty  Kewlon  Hoffman, 
and  Mrs.  Bertha  Henry,  have  signed  contracts  to  tepch  next  year.    They  are 
an  exceptionally  fine  staff  of  teachers  and  we  are  fortunate  to  have  them 
return  for  their  second  term. 

Summer  School  began  June  20th.    The  following  courses  are  offer- 
ed during  the  summer:    Sewing,  ta'oght  by  Mrs.  Helen  3jTd;  Typing  and 
Cooking,  taught  by  Mrs.  Steed;  Dramatics  and  Art,  taught  by  Miss  Miller; 
Dancing,  by  Mr.  Richard  Webster;  and  Beauty  Cult\are,  taught  by  Mrs.  Eobert 
Klemme.    Summer  school  will  continue  untill  August  20th, 


The  land  formerly  leased  to  R.  E.  McGowan  has  been  leased  to 
Tom  Herrin  for  $^45. 00  per  year.    Mr.  Herrin  has  repaired  the  fences 
and  built  new  gates.    The  lease  is  to  be  paid  in  dressed  beef  to  the 
School. 

We  sold  two  horses  for  canners.    We  have  ten  hogs  which  we  are 
fattening  for  fell  butchering. 

We  have  four  acres  planted  in  garden. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  State  Board 
of  Education,  the  Executive  Board,  and  our  employees,  for  their  loyal  support, 
and  to  all  those  who  liave  shown  an  interest  in  our  School,  we  are  indeed  truly 
grateful .
